One large high school bond issue 
of $1,850,000, rather than two small- 
er ones a year apart, was suggest- 
ed by Supt. A. C. Argo last Friday 
night at a meeting of the Sequoia 
High School Board of Trustees. 

The combination proposal was a 
change from the two separate issues 
proposed by Argo earlier this month 
—one of $980,000 to enlarge the pre- 
sent Redwood City high school and 
the other of $900,000 to build a 
branch South County High School 
in Atherton or Menlo Park. 


(At the time Argo made the sug- 
gestion, Menlo Park councilmen pre- 
sent at the meeting asked that the 
separate bond issues be combined.)

Project For Citizens Committee 


Over a year ago the problem of one of Menlo Park’s church- 
es seemed ‘‘up a stump’’—no evident solution—unhappy re- 
signction. What happened when the Citizens Committee of 
this community took over is now history. We now know that 
“Unity for the Community’’ can accomplish miracles. 


There is another problem that concerns all of us—our Li- 
brary. In the January 16th issue of the Recorder the report 
of the Library Committee appointed by the City Council was 
published in full. It was an honest report that held out little 
hope. The members of the Library Committee were in no way 
responsible for this lack of hope; they had investigated possible 
sites for a branch Library and gave their findings. Naturally 
they could neither supply a suitable building nor guarantee 
funds for one. Their only suggestion was the use of one of 
the buildings at Stanford Village. Their big job was really 
accomplished when they acquainted the people of Menlo Park 
with the fact that the Library situation in Menlo is a serious 
one. Perhaps with this warning their work ends. 


But right here is where the Citizens’ Committee can come 
forward. The bigger the problem and the more universal its 
effects the better for this committee which was formed for 
civic emergencies and which will continue to function toward 
that end. 


To this wonderful committee the Recorder would like to 
recommend the town’s need of a Library as one of its im- 
mediate projects. The committee can learn how Belmont ob- 
tained fine quarters for its Library and why San Carlos had 
to close down its Library entirely. We have no suggestions to 
make in the matter other than those voiced several months 
ago. We believe that no community can be happy without a 
good Library and that OUR community can find the ways and 
means of assuring itself of one in a suitable part of this town. 


Let us know, Citizens’ Committee, if this challenge inter- 
ests you, and count on us, if it does, to do all we can to help.

Thanks, Neighbor 


We like the spirit of the letter, and the ideas expressed in 
it, by a neighbor in Palo Alto who writes of Menlo Park’s limi- 
tations and possibilities in a communication to the Mayor of 
this city. 

By his own statement the writer has not lived long in this 
area, therefore he has no way of seeing what has been done 
and only views with concern what remains to be accomplished. 
We need this sort of commentary to keep us awake to pro- 
gressive steps that must be taken, to the desirable impilve- 
ments that are ‘’obvious”’ along our railroad and highway. 

Perhaps the reluctance of towns in this area to employ 
architecture of the Spanish type (with which California cer- 
tainly is linked in tradition) may be due to the fact that many 
of us do not LIKE the Spanish type for either home or business. 
Heavy and dark, with its thick plaster walls and small windows, 
it only seems to achieve the dignity of early California days 
when carried out on a grand scale with ranch settings. 

Which is no defense for the present heterogenous ‘‘types” 
of Menlo’s business structures! They were built before we 
had an architectural commission—each to suit the need and 
the purse, if not the pride, of its owner. The test of our taste 
lies ahead.

At the Sequoia High School Board 
meeting last Friday, Dr. John C. Al- 
called upon to comment on 
the construction program now before 
that body. Dr. Almack, a recogniz- 
ed authority on school planning, 
made a survey of the entire Sequoia 
setup last year and submitted an 
exhaustive report to the Board. His 
ecmments were sought last week to 
see if he felt the present program 
was in line with his findtags.

With minor exceptions, Dr. Almack 
epproved the program. The Menlo 
Park high school, as now planned, 
Goes not have the deficiencies of 
the unit first conceived, and would 
offer all of the facilities now con- 
sidered essential for a first class 
high school education. Of course, 
Dr. Almack remarked, the shops and 
similar expensive specialized facili- 
ties should not be duplicated, and 
the students requiring such courses 
should continue to go to the Red- 
wood City school. Dr. Almack point- 
ed out that due to the birthrate 
curve the most critical deficiencies 
are in the elementary schools at 
present, and suggested that the 
Menlo Park plant be constructed so 
that it could take care of grades 7 
through 10 in the event that the ele- 
mentary and high schools of the area 
become unified by 1950. A Menlo 
Park Junior High School would re- 
lieve the load of both the element- 
ary and high schools. Asked wheth- 
er the program should be financed 
by one bond issue or two, Almack 
answered emphatically that there 
should be only one. 


After receiving Almack’s green 
light on the program, three of the 
Trustees were ready to go ahead and 
place a $1,850,000 bond issue before 
the voters, somewhat more than 
half of which would be for construc- 
tion of a Menlo Park plant; the bal- 
ance for enlargement of Sequoia. 
The same two trustees who were in- 
strumental in the defeat of the $1,- 
500,000 bond issue about a year and 
a half ago (when both interest rates 
and construction costs were much 
lower,) stated they wanted more 
time to consider the matter, and it 
was suggested that they go through 
the school during class hours and 
see for themselves how crowded it 


was, and just what the proposed pro- 
gram would accomplish. It is re- 
grettable that after two years of 
public discussion as to construction 
needs, such a first hand investiga- 
tion had not already been made. 


The members of the Menlo Park’ 


City Council have continued to at- 
tend Board meetings and reaffirm 
our stand that a high school is need- 
ed in Menlo Park right NOW. The 
proposed construction program is in- 
escapable; it is debatable only as to 
details. The children are here in 
the elementary schools now, and ad- 
ditional capacity must be construct- 
ed to house the ever-increasing grad- 
uvating classes of the elementary 
schools. Additions to Sequoia can 
be made more rapidly than a new 
school can be constructed, and the 
present pressing need requires im- 
mediate action. Meanwhile, a Men- 
lo Park high school can not be ac- 
tivated before 1950, and by that time 
its entire capacity will be required. 
No practical alternative to the pres- 
ent construction program is visible. 
It is to be hoped that the welfare 
of our youngsters will be placed a- 
head of lesser considerations, and 
that the Board of Trustees will 
shortly reach a decision to place the 
$1,850,000 bond issue (about a 20 cent 
tax) before the voters. 


Several persons have asked me if 
the statement in my article last week 
that Palo Alto has “neither a man- 
ager nor a strong mayor as admin- 
istrator” was not a rather derogatory 
remark to make about Mayor Blois. 
I haste to explain lest that impres- 
sion be general that my meaning 
was confined entirely to his legal 
powers. A “strong mayor” is one 
elected to the office directly by the 
people who has certain appointive 
powers and veto power over the ac- 
tions of the council. Los Angeles 
and San Francisco have the “strong 
mayor” form of government. Palo 
Alto’s mayor is selected from among 
their number by the councilmen. So 
far as Mayor Blois is concerned per- 
sonally, results of the last election 
and his repeated selection by the 
council to hold the office of mayor 
show that he has the confidence and 
-respect of both the electorate and 
the council. Menlo Park, incidental- 
ly, has always had a “weak mayor”, 
;as prescribed by Sixth Class city 
law. Under tht’true council-man- 
ager plan, the mayor is always 
“weak”.

ments in their reckless haste. They 
formed whilom groups for the en- 
forcement of hastily concocted laws.

An ordinance allowing one-hour , 
fire-resistant walls for some abut- | 
ting commercial buildings was sug- | 
gested by Capt. E. J. Wickstrom, fire j 
marshal, at the Menlo Park City | 
Council meeting Tuesday night, and | 
the ordinance will be considered at, 
the council’s next meeting, February 
10. 

Such an ordinance would in part, 
appease persons who believe that. 
Menlo Park’s building requirements 
are so strict construction is discour- | 
aged. Frame construction, covered 
with stucco, would be possible. 

The Uniform Building Code fol- 
lcwed by the city requires four hour 
fire-resistant walls on commercial 


buildings built to the property line 
in Fire Zone 2. Two-hour walls are 
allowed if the building is built three 
feet away from the property line. 

Councilman Daniel Hayes object- 
ed that the “three-foot alley” which 
would separate the buildings would 
be a catch-all for trash and would 
be a worse fire hazard than abut- 
ting buildings. Councilman Vernon 
Barker called the three-foot space 
between buildings ‘a chimney.” 

At the February 10 meeting, coun- 
cilmen will hold a public hearing on 
adoption of the 1946 Uniform Build- 
ing Code, a city fire zone map and 
an ordinance allowing one-hour fire 
resistant walls.

3 Unions Block Labor Peace—Refuse Wage Boost 
Already Accepted by 19 Other Railroad Unions! 


The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers, Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men and Enginemen and the Switchmen’s 
Union of North America, representing 
125,000 railroad employes, have refused 
to accept the offer of the Railroads of a 
wage increase of 15% cents an hour. 


This is the same increase awarded 


1,000,000 non-operating employes by an 
arbitration board in September, 1947. 


This is the same increase accepted by 


175,000 conductors, trainmen and switch- 
men by agreement on November 14, 1947. 


Agreements have been made with 


1,175,000 employes, represented by nine- 
teen unions. But these three unions, rep- 
resenting only 125,000 men, are trying to 
get more. They are demanding also many 
new working rules not embraced in the 
settlement with the conductors and train- 
men. 


Incidentally, the Switchmen’s Union of 


North America represents only about 7% 
or all railroad switchmen, the other 93% 
being represented by the Brotherhood of 


Railroa 


Trainmen and covered by the 


settlement with that union. 


Strike Threat 


The leaders of these three unions spread a 
strike ballot while negotiations were still 
in progress. This is not a secret vote but is 
taken by union leaders and votes are 
signed by the employes in the presence 
of union representatives. 


When direct negotiations failed, the 


leaders of these three unions refused to 
join the railroads in asking the National 


ediation Board to attempt to settle the 


dispute, but the Board took jurisdiction 
at the request of the carriers and has been 
earnestly attempting since November 24, 
1947, to bring about a settlement. The 
Board on January 15, 1948, announced 
its inability to reach a mediation settle- 
ment. The leaders of the unions rejeeted 
the request of the Mediation Board to 
arbitrate. The railroads accepted. 


What Now? 


The Unions having refused to arbitrate, 
the Railway Labor Act provides for the 
appointment of a fact-finding board by 
the President. 

The railroads feel it is due shippers, 
passengers, employes, stockholders, and 
the general public to know that through- 
out these negotiations and in mediation, 
they have not only exerted every effort to 
reach a fair and reasonable settlement, 
but they have also met every requirement 
of the Railway Labor Act respecting the 
negotiation, mediation, and arbitration of 
labor disputes.
